GREEN SAYS 
WAGE CUTS 
NOT SO BAD 


Tries to Minimize Pay 
Cuts As Bosses 


Drive On 
Steel Wage Slash Soon 
A.F. of L. Acts to Keep 
Back Strike Struggles 
WASHINGTON, _ Sept. — William 


Green, president of the A. F. of L., 
following the Hoover policy is doing 
all he can to minimize in the minds 
of the workers the virulence of the 
wage cut drive now going on. He 
deliberately does this in an article 
in the September issue of the “Amer- 
ican Federationist” in which he tries 
to prove that wage cuts are not so 
important and are nowhere near as 
big as in 1921. This is in line with 
Green’s protection of the U. S. Steel 
Corporation, which he says will not 
cut wages. 


That Green is merely following the 
policy of attempting to ward off 
strikes while wages are slashed whole- 
‘sale is shown by the fact that wage 
cuts have been going on in nearly 
all industries and are now pending 
in the basic industries, particularly 
steel and railroads. The leading cap- 
italist newspapers declare wage cuts 
are coming soon in the steel industry. 
The New York Times of Aug. 21 


says 
“Salaries ok officers and office 
clerks have lowered, and other 


operating costs cut (in the steel in- 
dustry) while there have been ru- 
mors of imminent reduction of wages 
among the mill workers.” 


In the Journal of Commerce of Aug. 
31 is even more definite in declaring 
wage cuts in the steel industry will 
come soon. Julius I. Bogen, financial 
editor, writes: 


“In well informed quarters it is 
indicated now that it is only a mat- 
ter of weeks before the steel indus- 
try will launch a determined effort 
to get back on a profit making basis 
through a downward revision of 
wages, arranged in such a way as 
to work a minimum hardship on 
employes.” 


Colton Shoe Shop

PLANT NEARS 


Bolsheviki Lead As 5 
Year Plan Pushes

The structural work on the giant 
Magnitogorsk steel works will in all 
probability be completed by October 
1 as ofiginally scheduled, according 
to the New York Times correspon- 
dent, Walter Duranty. He points 
out that no matter what the diffi- 
culties have been, the building of the 
Magnitogorsk works will succeed just 
as the construction of the Stalingrad 
tractor plant and the Kuznets steel 
plant have succeeded. 


The tractors produced in the Stal- 
ingrad tractor plant “compare fay- 
orably with the American Interna- 
tional Harvester model,” according 
to foreign experts. Duranty in re- 
calling the history of the construc- 
tion of the Kuznets plant states that 
the speed of the construction, taking 
the situation into consideration, “can 
challenge Gary itself,” and Gary has 
been the supreme effort of capitalist 
America.

Strict Censorship Covers Murderous Attacks 
By Italian, French, Spanish Imperialists 


NEW YORK.—A vast revolution- 
ary movement aimed at smashing 
imperialist control and oppression ir 
sweeping All North Africa, according 
to a dispatch from London to the 
Chicago Tribune. The dispatch de- 
clares: 

“An extraordinary and circum- 
stantial report has reached London 
that the entire North African lit- 
is in a state of ferment, and 


fellow imperialist murderers and are 
holding as prisoners whole tribes 
which retreated across the Sudan- 
Cyrenaica/ border before the Italian 
attack. 

In Tunisia, which is held by the 
French imperialists, there have been 
fierce attacks against the Huropean 
settlements. Morocco is again in 
open revolt, with the native tribes 
repudiating the tteacherous agree- 
ment with the French imperialists 
made by Abd-el-Krim at the time he 
betrayed the struggles of the natives 
and surrendered to the French. The 
Spanish Foreign Legion is attacking 


native forces in the Tadla region.

The crew of the DO-X, which re- 
cently arrived in New York, brought 
news of a revolt in Portuguese West 
Africa, where a censorship prevented 
such news from getting out before.

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‘Si gnificance of Intl Youth Day 


EPTEMBER 8 of this year will mark the 17th 
anniversary of International Youth Day. 
This fighting day of the youth against imperial- 
ist war comes at a time when the young workers 
of all capitalist countries will soon be rushed to 
the battlefield to fight in another imperialist 
war. Therefore, International Youth Day of this 
vear must play a very important role in mobiliz- 
ing the very forces which capitalism will use to 
fight its war, the youth, into a struggle against 
capitalist war and for defense of the Soviet 
‘Dnion. 
Origin of International Youth Day. 

International Youth Day was the result of the 
struggle of the revolutionary youth against the 
last imperialist war of 1914-1918. During the last 
war. at a time when millions of the working 
vouth were being brutally murdered for capi- 
talist profits, the “socialist” parties and the 
leadership of the youth movements in the vari- 
ous countries aided the imperialists by calling on 
the youth to die for “their fatherland.” ‘The 
revolutionary youth found it necessary to call a 
conference of the European youth movements, 
to map out an extensive program for struggle 
against the raging capitalist war. This confer- 
ence met in Berne, Switzerland, in April, 1915. 
At this conference were represented the revolu- 
tionary youth movements and oppositions within 
the socialist youth movements of ten countries. 
The conference. in the spirit of the numerous 
fighters against the imperialist war, such as 
Lenin and Liebknecht, declared “War Against 
War”, and called for a struggle against the be- 
trayers of the working class, the socialist lead- 
ership. As part of the struggle against the im- 
perialist war, the conference set aside a day on 
which the youth of the world would be called to 
demonstrate against the imperialist war. This 
day was called International Youth Day. This 
day stands out as one of the best traditions of 
the youth in the struggle against imperialist 
war. 

Today, the militant traditions of the Berne 
conference and International Youth Day have 
been inherited by the leader of the world toiling 
youth, the Young Communist International. 
International Youth Day has become a day of 
militant struggle for millions of young workers 
throughout the world. 

Capitalists Prepare Youth for Cannon-Fodder 

More than at any time since the war the young 
workers are face to face with the immediate 
danger of war. Eight hundred millions of dol- 
dars are being spent for war preparations in the 
U. S. All agencies for militarizing the youth are 
being rapidly enlarged (army, navy, national 
guard, C.M.T.C.). The largest dirigible in the 
world, the Akron, has been launched by the U. S. 
The capitalist youth organizations are carrying 
on large-scale recruiting campaigns for winning 
over the youth. The 4-H Clubs are giving prizes 
in many localities for the best essay against. the 
Soviet Union. The recent “Y” Congress tried to 
cover up its role under a cloak of pacifism. They 
endorsed the stand of Hoover on “disarmament”, 
which in plain words means a support of the 
American capitalist war preparations. Kamekce, 
one of the German delegates to the “Y” Con- 
gress left for Germany with instructions from

the “Y” leadership and the National Civic Fed- 
eration for the formation of a world-wide or- 
ganization “to fight the Reds’—an organiza- 
tion which will work with the various govern- 
ments in préparing for the attack on the Soviet 
Union. The capitalist sports organizations are 
militarizing the various sports. Larger and larg- 
er numbers of woung workers are realizing that 
the capitalists are carrying on a war-preparation 
program which is directed mainly against the 
Soviet Union. 
Conditions of Youth Growing Worse. 

The conditions of the young workers are grow- 
ing from bad to worse daily. Over 3,000,000 young 
workers are unemployed. No relief is being given 
to them by the government. Not even a few 
pennies out of what little is being given out by 
welfare boards and charity institutions are being 
given the unemployed youth. In certain places 
(for example, the copper mines of Northern 
Michigan), the bosses have introduced a system 
whereby under the guise of “helping the family 
men” they are refusing the least bit of work to 
young workers. In the shops, wage-cuts are re- 
ducing the already very low wages of the young 
workers. Discriminations and lynchings of Ne- 
gro youth are spreading like wild fire through- 
out North and South. Struggles of the young 
workers against these intolerable conditions are 
mounting, showing themselves in the presence 
of large numbers of youth in the mining and 
textile strikes taking place, in the ever-increas-

A Young Miner Writes of Conditions 
in the Mines 
T the time of the strike I was employed at 
the Duquesne mine of the Duquesne Coal 
Co. and was getting 30 cents for loading a ton 
of coal. 
I think it best to describe the conditions as 
they existed before and at the time of the strike. 
_ We were continually receiving wage cuts, at 
an average of three weeks after the first cut 
from 52 cents to 45 cents then to 40 cents then 
again to 30 and 10 cents in a single cut. 
Of course the day men were cut in proportion 
from $5 to $3 a day for skilled labor. 
The highest I was ever able to make in two 


weeks was something like $50, that was when 
we were getting 52 cents per ton and my last 


_ pay was less than $20 for the same amount of 


work. 


The cutters on this mine worked night shift 
so when I cleaned up éarly I had to walk through 
mud knee deep and over stones and under loose 
rock along the main Way. 


The cars at this mine are three ton cars and 
if we received 40 hundred weight per car we 
were doing good. I managed to do it but it was 
rare. So then in one day I would load five of 
these cars and the next day all I did 
was to load from two to four cars of slate for 
nothing. I had to shoot this slate down several 
times before it could be loaded so then my 
powder expense ran high on that work and I 
had to work in smoke caused by the blasting due 
to improper ventilation. 

So then it is evident that if I loaded five cars 


weight I made $3 every second day, then of 
course came my expenses such as~ carbide, 
powder, etc. 

I think that I wasn’t doing bad since other 
loaders were making less, hardly more.

Today we again face a war. Capitalism is 
arming; it is building war ships; it is construct- 
ing bombing planes; it is developing new poison 
gases and liquid fire; it is preparing for war. 
Hand in hand with these physical preparations 
goes an ideological recruiting for war. A cam- 
paign of lies and slander against the Soviet 
Union is designed to prepare the desired war 
mania. American capitalism is more and more 
energetically taking the leadership in this cam- 
paign against the Soviet Union. The different 
capitalist organizations are exerting every effort 
te win the youth, the cannon fodder of the im- 
pending war, for its support. The catholic church 
in Detroit recently organized mass prayers for 
the “poor souls of the persecuted youth” in the 
Soviet Union. The recent congress of the Y. M. 
C.A. planned campaigns among the American 
workers’ youth. Military training is being in- 
troduced universally into all the schools of the 
country. 

The Socialist Party and the Socialist youth 
movement are covertly and openly supporting 
the capitalist war program. They are following 
the lead of Karl Kautsky who lays special 


“emphasis on the winning of the youth for the 


overthrowing of the Soviets. The official German 
socialist youth press openly calls for war on the 
Soviet Union. 

The American socialist youth movement is 
playing a demagogic game. The American young 
socialists talk of the introduction of militarism 
into the school as being “contrary to the prin- 
ciples of our government.” With such phrases 
they wish to cover the obvious fact that “our” 
government is the government of the capitalists. 
With such phrases they wish to fool the work- 
ers into the idea: that the existing capitalist 
government, the workers’ government, and that 
the workers therefore should not fight against 
it. For the same reason they support that cap- 
italist pacifist cover for the preparations of a 
new war, the Kellogg Peace Pact. 

The war preparations of American capitalism 
against the Soviet Union are accompanied by a 
war against the living standards of the Amer- 
ican workers and especially the young workers. 
The young workers are forced to set the pace 
in the most vicious speed-up campaign in all 
industries. At the same time they are paid the 
lowest wages, even lower than the already in- 
adequate wages of the adult workers. But even 
these wages are being cut.. The unemployed 
youth are being barred from getting even those 
few crumbs of relief which are handed out by 
various welfare boards and charitable organ- 
izations. The young workers are being run out 
of the cities. 

Against the Negro sections of the young work- 
ers there has been initiated on top of all a cam- 
paign of intimidation through terrorism. The 
Scottsboro frame-up is a typical example of this 
campaign. 

At this moment, just as seventeen years ago, 
the problem and duty of the young workers is 
to organize and to fight against imperialist war. 
The masses of young workers are increasingly 
recognizing this.

A Radio Magnate Spends Millions on 
His Wedding and Gives Ten Per 
Cent Pay Cut to Young Workers 


AST week there was a lot of noise made about 
the wedding of the daughter of Atwater Kent. 
This wealthy manufacturer spent a million dol- 


.. lars on this wedding with a million dollar yacht 


given the couple as a gift. At the same time 
the papers were silent about the wage cut of 10 
per cent and the big layoff that affected twe- 
thirds of the workers when the season started 
three weeks ago. 

After nine months of layoff, a small percent- 
age of workers, mostly youth, were called back 
under a 10 per cent wage-cut, with increased 
Speed-up, and in some cases young workers 
spending from 7:30 in the morning to 10 o’clock 
at night at the factory (testers and repair men). 
Men have been replaced by girls; former petty 
bosses put on the belt, depriving other workers of 
the jobs and in midst cases one worker doing the 
work of two and three operations being com- 
bined in one, allowing wee: _ Soe of 
the previous wager” -: 

Young workers are ae ical. with the idea 
in mind that we will work harder and not kick 
about the wege. The employment manager at 
Kent's was heard to remark to an older worker 
in the factory applying for a job for her niece, 
“Is she strong?” 

On time work, last year the girls received 35 
cents an hour, at present they are receiving 30. 
On time work men who were receiving 45 and 
50 cents an hour on an average, are now getting 
35 and 40 cents an hour. Some married men, 
with children to support, are making on an ayer- 
age of $17 a week including overtime. The aver- 
age wage of the young workers, and the majority 
are young workers, is from $14 to $16 a week at 
a neek-breaking speed. 

Now, the bosses are again initiating their lay- 
off program. Workers are laid off daily in va- 
rious departments, with the usual premise of 
being called back. We are working under the 
constant fear of being laid off, afraid to work 
too fast, because there is danger‘of another 
wage-cut, and as one worker expressed it, “We'll 
work ourselves out of a job.” The; workers have 
paid for a million dollar wedding of a parasite, 
we have given her a million dollar yacht, out 
of the 10 per cent wage cut. Our reward in the 
near future will bt, no work with starvation. 

The only solution for these wage cuts and 
speed-up with layoffs will be through union or- 
ganization that will organize the fight fer bet- 
ter conditions. The Metal Workers Industrial 
League is the organization to which the workers 
should join for an organized ficht in this shop. 
There are many demands for the workers and 
young workers which should get the response 
from all workers in this shop.
